Higher education, in both the United States and Canada, is facing some critical 
times. Even now, facilities at Colleges and Universities are being taxed to the limit. 
Present indications are that by 1965, student enrollment will be double what it is now, 
or at least the demand will be double. Unless facilities can be provided during these 
coming years, many of our young people will be denied the opportunity of education 
beyond the High School level. Educational authorities recognize the challenge and are 
making long range plans to meet this influx. In our province, the University of Al- 
berta has started on a program of decentralization, by establishing Junior Colleges 
throughout various points in Alberta. This forms the basis of our present expansion 
plans at Camrose College. With the realization of our goal of $200,000, definite steps 
will be taken to construct the building that will supply the physical plant necessary to 
attain University affiliation. 


This then creates a tremendous challenge for us in the field of Christian Higher 
Education. If we truly believe in this type of education, as I think we do judging by 
the past support of C.L.C. with its aims, then we must advance and add this extra year. 
One more year in the Christian environment of C.L.C. can mean the laying of sure 
foundations that will enable them to live full Christian lives than can be of real service 
to their church and their community. 


To you of the graduating Class of ’57, we say “Congratulations on having reached 
this point in your education.” Where you go from here and what you do with your 
lives is up to you. The prayer of all of us on the Board, is that your time at Camrose 
Lutheran College may have been a wholesome and enriching experience, and that if 
you did not know your Lord and Savior when you came, that at least you were brought 
face to face with Him while at C.L.C. We also solicit your support as you go forward, 
prayer and financial support that will enable Camrose College to add this extra year 
and hence give many the opportunity of first year University at your beloved school. 
Even though you were unable to continue here, you can have a part in assuring it for 
those who are behind you. Often we get the greatest satisfaction in life by sacrificing 
for others, that these others may enjoy some of the opportunities that we missed. 


May God bless you as you leave these halls of learning, and make you a blessing 
to all those with whom you come in contact.
